Most readers are acquainted with the journal 
of the intrepid traveller, Mungo Park, in the in- 
terior of Africa, and whose fate has never been 
satisfactorily ascertained. The following very ju- 
dhciows extract, however, from ite beauty, and 
coming from a man nearly borne down under 
the heaviest trials we car well conceive of, will 
not only be interesting to those who have never 
xeen it, but afford some pleasing sensations even 
to those who have more than once perused it.— 
Mr. Park had just been robbed by a banditti 
almost every thing he pos with scareely 
any article of clothing left to protect him from 
the burning suns and drenching rains to which 
he was exposed, friendless and alone, when the 
following reflections resulted from his intense 
sufferings :

had no alternative, but to lie down and 
perish. The influence of religion, how- 
evér, aided and supp: rted me. I reflected 
tha! no human prudence or foresight could 
possibly have averted my p esent suffer- 
ings. I was, indeed, a stranger ina strange 
Ri T'was. still under the p:otecting 
/ Providence who has conde- 
: imself the stranger's 
friend. . At t Ment, painful as my 
eflections we he extraordinary beauty 
of a smali moss, in fructification, irresisti- 
bly caught my eye. I mention this to 
show from what trifling circumstances the 
mind will sometimes derive consolation; 
jor though the whole plant was not lirger 
than the top of one of my fingers, I could 
no. contemplate the delicate confirmation 
of its roots, leaves, and capsula, without ad- 
miration Can that Being, thought I, who 
planted, watered and brought to perfection, 
in this obscure part of the world, a thing 
which appears of so small importance, 
look with unconcern upon the situation 
and sufferings of creatures formed after 
his own image !—Surely not! Reflections 
like taese would not allow me to despair. 
—!I started up, and disregarding both hun- 
yer and fatigue, travelled forwards, assured 
that relicf was at band; and I was not dis- 
appointed.”

From the New-York Evening Post, June 17. 

We are indebted to a frend for Spanish Ga- 
zettes to the Ist of May, brought by the arrival 
last Sunday, of the Spanish Letter of Marquc, 
from Cadiz. They contain several interesting 
articles relating to the unholy war which has been 
waged against that unhappy nation. Although 
French troops have advanced far into that country, 
an! ere thw have probably reached Madrid, yet 
cnough appears to show that the work is not fi- 
nished. The Seville papers to the Ist of May, 
represented that great and energetic measures 
were adopting by the Spanish government in 
every direction, to oppose the French. The quin- 
tus of the different provinces were organizing 
themsclves with the greatest activity. The weal- 
thy inhabitants were withdrawing from the towns 
and citics bkely to be invaded, as also the youth- 
fil part of the population. Catalonia, that was a 
short time since very anti-constitutional, with that 
pecuharity of character which distinguishes the 
Spans nation, is now the greatest foe of France. 
The famous Empee mado has taken up arms again 
in defence of his country’s richts, and has issued 
an cnthusasuc proclamation, avowing his inten- 
tonto pernsh an her cause. The no less noted 
Chaleco has also come out with the same senti- 
ments, and hkewise many others. It will be re- 
collected that these two men are the celebrated 
(auertita ciicfiams, who were the scourge to Na- 
poleon's veterans. 

And italso appears that the commanders of the 
different miutary distnets were actively engayred 
is orgamaing their armies. Count Abisbal has 
made extraor! nary preparations to defend Ma- 
dnd, and it is stated in the Seville papers he has 
a brillant corps of 12,000 men, and that he is re- 
solved upon making a strong resistance. 

The Cortes have made regulations for the corps 
of foreigners, that have been raised and were rais- 
sug, as also for the guernillas. 

Spanish Declaration of War 

The following isa translation of the Declaration 
of War against France, received by the Letter of 
Marque Tarantula é 

Seviire Gazerts, April 26. 

The King has issued the following decree : 

** Whereas the Spanish territory has been in- 

aded by the troops of the French Government 
without a previous declaration of War, or any of 
those formalities established by custom; and 
whereas that act of aggression cannot be consid- 
ered in any other light than asa violation of the 
Law of Nations, pha a open rupture of hostilities 
agsnst Spain, it becomes my duty, therefore, to 
repel force by force, to defend the integrity of 
th: states of the monarchy and chastise the au- 
da ity of its enemies Now, after having consult- 
ed the Counce: of State, agrecably to the 236th 
article of the pohtical constitution, I DO DE. 
CLARE WAR AGAINST FRANCE, and the 
same mw hereby declared, and in consequence 
whereof l order and command the competent au- 
thomties to commit hostilities upon her, both 
sea and land, to annoy her by every act of aggres- 
von in ther power, authonsed by the law oF na- 
tions. TL also direct that this my declaration of 
war, be published with due solemnity. 

** You are hereby informed of the cause for its 
fulfiment, and wall cause it to be printed, pub- 
ished and circulated. At the palace of the Al. 
“azar at Seville, the 23d of Apnl 1825
